For  many  of  us  these  titles  evoke  memories  of  a  sup- 
posedly simpler  time,  the  heyday  of  "innocence"  and 
faith  in  The  American  Way.    The  American  Way  reflected 
in  these  musicals  often  included  sexism,  imperialism, 
and  patronizing  racial  attitudes,  but  from  the  first  thrilling 
bars  of  the  overture,  sentimentality  took  charge  and  we 
gave  ourselves  over  to  the  glorious  music  and  carefully 
contructed  dramatic  conventions  which  made  musicals 
more  than  escapism. 

The  terrible  truth  is,  as  appalling  as  the  lyrics  and 
"message"  of  many  of  these  shows  are,  they  are  a  part 
of  our  personal  and  cultural  past.    That's  part  of  the 
reason  why  it's  time  for  us  to  take  musical  comedy  out 
of  the  shower  and  put  it  on  KPFK,  with  all  that  that 
implies.    The  other  part  of  the  reason  is— WE  LOVE  TO 
LISTEN  TO  IT!    And  we  hope  you'll  sing,  hum,  and 
dance  along  with  us  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  Novem- 
ber when  we  present  dozens  of  complete  recordings 
ranging  from  the  obscure  (remember  Miss  Liberty?)  to 
the  collective  unconscious  (ever  try  forgetting  My  Fair 
Lady?). 

We  welcome  input  from  our  listeners,  from  anecdotes  to 
out-of-print  recordings,  and  hope  that  those  with  first- 
hand experience  will  come  forward  to  help  us  scrutinize, 
but  also  celebrate,  this  quintessentially  American  art  form. 

Of  course,  we  haven't  preempted  two  weeks  of  Pacifica 
programming  just  to  have  fun,  or  so  you'll  appreciate  us 
more  when  our  regular. schedule  returns.    In  these  two 
weeks  we  need  to  raise  $50,000  to  supplement  our  regu- 
lar daily  income. 

Let's  face  it:    our  Watergate/Impeachment  coverage  has 
cost,  and  continues  to  cost  a  great  deal  of  money. 
While  it  generated  a  substantial  amount  of  new  income, 
this  has  run  behind  the  expenses  incurred.    Broadcasts 
of  the  complete  House  Judiciary  hearings  ran  at  unprece- 
dented length,  with  specially  installed  high  quality  phone 
lines. 

Now  we  confront  the  confirmation  hearings  of  Nelson 
Rockefeller  by  both  the  Senate  and  the  House.    Addi- 
tional staff  have  joined  the  Pacifica  Washington 
Bureau,  and  KPFK  is  now  bearing  a  substantial  portion 
of  those  costs.    In  view  of  the  Presidential  pardon  for 
Richard  Nixon  and  the  implications  it  has  with  regard 
to  justice  in  America,  we  feel  a  continuing  obligation 
to  Pacifica  listeners.    We  believe  that  complete  coverage 
of  these  national  events  is  imperative  to  help  our  lis- 
teners evaluate  the  awesome  power  of  government.

And  we  know  that  our  subscribers  would  not  tolerate 
a  curtailment  of  KPFK's  coverage  at  this  crucial  time. 

We  hope  that  you'll  consider  the  minithon  as  an  enter- 
taining intermission  between  the  serious  events  which 
continue  to  command  our  attention  and  energies.    In 
mid-November  you'll  receive  a  Folio  .    Its  theme  will 
be  Greece.    We  would  like  you  to  know  that  when  you 
hear  us  "pitching"  on  the  air,  it  will  be  between  breaks 
in  program  preparation  dealing  with  the  Greek  Civil  War, 
the  involvement  of  the  CIA,  the  Junta  years,  and  the 
future  prospects  for  Greece  with  regard  to  internal 
democracy  and  international  relationships. 

Everyone,  including  Jerry  Ford,  seems  to  be  quoting 
Harry  Truman's  "the  buck  stops  here."    For  a  listener- 
sponsered  radio  station,  the  buck  literally  stops  with  the 
listeners.

Film  of  the  Month 


Turkish  Delight  seems  to  have  elicited  as  much  conflicting 
response  as  any  film  in  recent  history.    An  Academy 
Award  nominee,  it  was  voted  one  of  the  most  popular 
films  at  this  year's  Filmex,  where  some  of  the  viewers 
found  it  repulsive.    Writer/actor  Buck  Henry,  in  a  recent 
visit  to  our  studios,  opined  that  many  people  are  unable 
to  cope  with  Turkish  Delight's  brutally  frank  representa- 
tion of  personal  relationships. 

The  film  will  have  its  American  commercial  premiere 
September  27th  at  the  Regent  Theater.    In  an  unusual 
departure,  our  free  film  club  screenings  will  take  place 
at  that  theater  after  the  premiere.    Since  we  haven't  seen 
the  film  yet,  we  turn  to  Hollywood  Reporter  critic  Alan 
R.  Howard  for  more  extensive  description: 

"The  excessive  style  of  director  Paul  Ver- 
hoeven  makes  Turkish  Delight,  produced 
by  Rob  Houwer,  a  dizzying,  exhilarating 
experience.    The  movie  often  goes  wildly 
astray  but  has  the  sure,  appealing  touch  of 
a  lunatic  poet.    As  the  first  major  film  to 
use  sexually  explicit  language  and  action 
to  tell  what  is  essentially  a  sentimental 
love  story,  Turkish  Delight  is  also  an  art- 
istic breakthrough. 

Turkish  Delight  begins,  deceptively,  as 
a  murder  mystery,  turns  into  a  flaming 
youth  saga  and  ends  as  a  deeply  moving 
drama  about  the  struggle  of  life  against 
death.    The  performances  by  Monique 
van  de  Ven  and  Rutger  Hauer  .  .  would 
make  them  candidates  for  major  stardom 
if  Turkish  Delight  were  an  American  movie.  . 
Hauer  is  a  powerfully  built  sculptor/ 
painter  who  lives  in  Amsterdam  and  goes 
after  the  lovely,  reckless  daughter  of  the 
bourgeois  owners  of  an  appliance  store.  . 
Their  affair  is  among  the  most  compelling 
love  stories  ever  recorded  on  film.    Their 
eccentric  sexuality  is  depicted  graphical- 
ly, although  Turkish  Delight  stops  just 
short  of  the  hard-core  category.    Their 
love-making  is  joyful,  passionate  and  e- 
nergizing,  far  from  the  depressing  Freud- 
ianism  of  Last  Tango  in  Paris. 
Director  Verhoeven's  sense  of  scene  is       ' 
-adventurous,  occasionally  out  of  control, 
with  schizophrenic  leaps  of  bitter  humor.  ."

Westeners  the  racist  stereotypes  of  Tarzan  beating  up  the 
natives,  cannabalism,  witchcraft,  and  the  proverbial  mis- 
sionary-in-the-po\.    Africa,  in  fact,  had  no  place  in 
history.    H.  G.  Wells'  monumental  The  Outline  of 
History  of  more  than  1,000  pages  made  only  passing 
reference  to  the  coritinent;   while  another  historian  of 
r»ote,  Arnold  Toynbee,  in  his  A  Study  of  History,  dis- 
missed African  accomplishments  as  "insignificant."

Ih  an  arrogance  surpassed  only  by  its  racism,  the  West 
was  content  to  dub  Africa  as  "the  Dark  Continent," 


The  history,  though,  was  quite  different  than  the  myth. 
The  contributions  African  people  made  to  world  science, 
culture,  and  social  organization  were  profound.    The 
smelting  of  Iron,  domestication  of  animals,  medical 
discoveries,  the  alphabet,  not  to  mention  the  variety  of 
new  techniques  in  wood-carving,  metal  work,  weaving,  and 
pottery,  and  many  other  creations  could  be  traced  to 
Africa.    In  music,  such  instruments  as  the  violin, 
guitar,  zither,  harp,  xylophone,  guitar,  and  many  types  of 
drums  were  of  African  derivation. 

Together  with  this,  there  were  a  number  of  African 
empires  whose  political  and  economic  organization 
matched  or  exceeded  that  of  Europe.    They  Included: 
Ghana,  Melle,  Songhay,  Benin,  Zimbabwe,  and  numerous 
others.    In  some  of  the  empires,  and  most  of  the  smaller 
ethnic  groupings  (erroneously  called  tribes),  African 
people  had  developed  a  highly  efficient  and  successful 
system  of  communal  land  sharing  which  while  equalizing 
labor  and  wealth,  prevented  the  growth  of  an  exploiting 
elite. 


With  European  encroachment  beginning  with  the  Portu- 
guese In  the  mld-15th  Century,  much  of  this  traditional 
social  fabric  was  destroyed.    The  slave  trade  took  a  hea- 
vy toll  in  life  (an  estimated  30-plus  million  killed)  and 
the  continent's  wealth.    This  was  followed  by  a  century 
of  colonial  rule  which  placed  an  additional  burden  on 
Africa's  labor  and  resources.    To  this  day,  Africa  Is  still 
suffering  the  effects  of  the  European  rape.    However,  po- 
litical Independence  for  37  African  countries  in  the 
first  few  years  of  the  1960's  brought  the  promise  of 
new  changes,  and  new  solutions  to  the  problems  of 
poverty,  exploitation,  and  underdevelopment,  and 
continued  white  minority  rule  in  South  Africa  and 
Rhodesia. 

It  is  our  Intention,  this  month  at  KPFK  to  focus  on 
Africa,  its  people,  problems,  and  those  changes  and 
solutions.    Many  now  recognize  that  Africa's  power 
and  position  In  world  affairs  grows  stronger  each  day. 
To  continue  to  Ignore  this  not  only  denies  reality  but 
invites  disaster. 

The  heroic  struggle  of  the  liberation  movements  in 
Southern  and  West  Africa  which  directly  precipitated 
the  crisis  In  Portugal  and  new  manuevers  In  Western 
capitalist  circles  certainly  bears  this  out. 

In  June,  as  a  guest  at  the  6th  Pan  African  Congress  in 
Dar  es  Salaam,  Tanzania  I  was  able  to  witness  first- 
hand the  emerging  force  of  African  political  events. 
This,  of  course,  gave  further  impetus  to  my  desire  to 
see  KPFK  and,  Indeed,  the  rest  of  the  media,  begin  to 
deal  more  in  depth  and  responsibly  with  African  news, 
views,  and  developments. 

Although  the  programs  offered  this  month  are  far  from 
a  comprehensive  exhaustion  of  the  many  issues  that  con- 
cern Africa,  they  do,  I  feel,  represent  a  modest  start 
toward  understanding  some  of  them. 

The  month-long  series  will  Include  programs  on:    South 
Africa,  West  Africa's  development,  the  liberation  move- 
ments, Tanzania,  Ethiopia,  Pan  Africanism,  drought, 
the  North  African  Revolution,  women  and  culture,  to 
name  only  a  few.    In  addition,  there  will  be  detailed 
explorations  Into  music,  poetry,  and  literature  of 
Africa.    The  programs  will  be  broadcast  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  evenings  with  afternoon  rebroadcasts.    Check 
program  listings  for  more  precise  details.
